GREED, UNDERLYING CAUSE 
W hen we forget abou t blam in g the presen t 
econ omic depression on an y political party or on 
an y on e grou p of in div idu als an d get right down 
to facts, we fin d tha t plain , old fashion ed greed 
has to shou lder more than an equ al share of the 
blame. 
Ev ery on e liv ed well an d had plen ty fou r or 
fiv e y ears ago, bu t they wan ted more. The gu id­ 
in g prin ciple seemed to be more profits, more 
property , more for my own in terests. Men were 
n ot satisfied to liv e an d let liv e. The dollar 
m ark was the v ision on the horizon . There was 
n o thou ght of the other fellow. The bu bble of 
richer fortu n es was pu rsu ed u n til it bu rst. 
It is n ot a qu estion of the in div idu als who 
were to blame for the elem en t of greed that 
perm eated the liv es of American s — bu t a qu es­ 
tion of w hat it was that cau sed greed to be the 
basic force tha t fou n d ex pression in so man y 
people an d in so m an y differen t way s. It mu st 
be fou n d an d elim in ated before we can be as­ 
su red tha t an other occu ran ce of the presen t 
con dition s will n ot ov ertake u s in fu tu re y ears. 
Today we are down on lev el grou n d. We hav e 
come to realize tha t there is somethin g more im ­ 
portan t in life than the hoardin g of dollars abov e 
a com fortable liv in g an d an assu ran ce of safety . 
Greed, or to pu t it more simply , the desire for 
big profits, do n ot seem to be n early so bén é­ 
ficien t a force in hu m an affairs as it u sed to ap­ 
pear. 
If we are m akin g en ou gh to liv e on n ow, we 
con sider ou rselv es lu cky an d su rely we are ju st 
as happy an d better off in man y way s than we 
were in the so-called good old times. 


cian, ho wev er, in public health wo rk. His gen­ 
eral adv ice and assistance and his influence with 
his patients and their families — perso ns o ften 
no t reached by o ther health agencies — are o f 
great impo rtance to the general public. 


CORRECT POSTURE 
No t o nly gracefulness, but also o ur health and 
the prev entio n o f ex cessiv e fatigue, depend a 
great deal upo n po sture — the way we stand, sit 
and walk. That is why it is mo st impo rtant that 
the perso n who has much wo rk to do , and y et 
wants to hav e energy left to enjo y life and to 
giv e pleasure to o thers, sho uld guard against 
habits o f inco rrect po sture. 
Co nsider first the standing po sitio n. 
The 
weight sho uld be o n the balls o f the feet, the 
chest up, the chin slightly back but in line with 
the chest, the feet ex actly parallel, the arms 
dro pped easily at the sides. To see that y o ur 
bo dy is in perfect balance when y o u are stand­ 
ing, rise o n y o ur to es and ease do wn again. When 
y o u stand with y o ur chest dro pping, y o ur sto m­ 
ach o ut and y o ur spine curv ed, y o u appear at a 
disadv antage — and what is wo rse, this po sitio n 
causes y o ur v ital o rgans to be displaced. 
In walking, the first thing is to start right with 
the co rrect standing po sitio n. The to es sho uld 
po int straight to the fro nt o r be turned in the 
fractio n o f an inch. To stand o r walk with to es 
po inting o ut pro duces awkwardness and o ften 
leads to fo o t tro ubles, such as fallen arches. 
The bo dy sho uld be erect when assuming a sit­ 
ting po sture. The spine was nev er meant to sit 
upo n. Many ill effects result fro m slumping 
do wn in the seat and surely there is but little 
rest to be deriv ed fro m such a po sture. 


OLD DOC AND PUBLIC HEALTH 
Pu blic health programs can n ot su cceed w ith­ 
ou t the help of the old-fashion ed family doctor, 
say s the presiden t of the New York State Med­ 
ical Society . 
Mass effort has its lim itation s in the promo­ 
tion of commu n ity health. After pu blic san ita­ 
tion , pu blic edu cation an d pu blic efforts toward 
im m u n ization hav e gon e as far as they can in 
protectin g the people from ty phoid, diphtheria, 
tu bercu losis, etc., there is a poin t at which su ch 
work becomes in effectiv e an d n o on e can do 
mu ch more w ithou t the aid of the family phy si­ 
cian . His sou n d an d broad train in g, an d his 
kn owledge of his patien t’s family history an d 
in div idu al characteristics make him in dispen sa­ 
ble in treatin g the in div idu al patien t.

DRIVE ON FROZEN 
MANCHURIAN PLAINS

trucks northward from Tsitsi- 
har, the famous outpost city 
that sheltered the late Chinese 
general, Ma Chan Shan, so long 
in 1931. 
The advance 
c o n t i n g e n t 
reached Chalantun last night, 90 
miles northwest of Tsitsihar. 
The main body of troops was 
some distance behind, bivouack­ 
ing for the night at Chantzu- 
sbaa. 
The 
first fighting occurred 
just before dawn y esterday near 
Pulaerchi, north of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway , when the J ap­ 
anese guards surprised the Chi­ 
nese force under General Chang 
Tten-Chu, one of General Su’s 
lieutenants. 
The J apanese said in every 
brush so far they had emerged 
victorious, the Chinese retreat­ 
ing. The advance was facilitat­ 
ed by the frozen roads, but the 
sub-zero weather common to the 
Manchurian winter worked vast 
hardships on the troops. 
General Su last fall renounced 
his allegiance to the new Man- 


churian state of Manehukuo, 
and defied the J apanese army to 
come and get him. 
He en­ 
trenched himself west of the 
Great Khingan mountains, and 
took over the city of Manchuli, 
.the Chinese Eastern Railway ’s 
border city leading into Soviet 
Russia. 
The Chinese general captured 
more than 300 J apanese. He has 
released all but 150 through the 
good offices of the Soviet gov­ 
ernment. Although the J apan­ 
ese said General Su had agreed 
to meet them and negotiate dif­ 
ferences, they insisted his “ stub­ 
born attitude” compelled them 
to take steps to punish him, 
even though the action should 
endanger the lives of his J apan­ 
ese hostages.
